It is the damage suit of Edward 
Andrew Parsons of Richmond vs. 
the Southern Pacific Railroad com- 
pany, 

Parsons, a machinist earning $4 
per day, was in the employ of the 
railroad in Mina, Nevada. A heavy 
wrench slipped and struck his left 
leg just above the ankle, This oc- 
curred in May of 1914. The injury 
grew worse and Parsons was taken 
to the Southern Pacific hospital in 
San Francisco, his right leg to be 
taken off there for treatment due 
to the fact that he had contributed 
§@-ecents monthly out of his wages 
to pay for the same in the event 
the occasion ever arose, 

Parsons alleges that the _ treat- 
ment afforded by the physicians, 
sugeons and nurses was not what 
it should have ‘been and that he 
was treated for heart disease instead 
of for the injury to his leg. He 
left the hospital in September of 
1914 and returned to his home in 
Richmond, where he was treated at 
his own expense and where his leg 
was subsequently amputated. He 
is now suing the railroad company 
for $75,000 damages and at the 
same time is suing for damages in 
the federal court of Nevada for the 
actual injury. 

The usual run of such cases has 
been a suit for damages for mal- 
practice against the physician or 
surgeon in attendance. In this case 
a corporation is being sued for mal- 
practice on the ground that the hos- 
pital attendants are mere servants 
of the company and in one sense 
fellow-servants of the man injured. 

The case ig to come on for trial 
before a jury in department No. 2 
on October 24 and will probably 
require two weeks to complete.
